Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section 
made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date 
of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102b as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Meitzner et al. 

3. Patentees disclose making cross-linlced polystyrene beads by 
copolymerizing styrene with divinylbenzene with a beads by aqueous 
suspension polymerization in the virtual absence of oxygen (col. 6 
lines 27-31) to produce beads whose voids are microscopic in size 
(col. 5 line et. seq. and col. 10 lines 59-69). The amount of 
divinylbenzene monomer employed reads on the claimed amount (col. 
5 lines 20-30 and col. 7 line 56 et. seq.) 
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4. In view of tiie fact tliat the claimed processes of suspension 
polymerization are substantially the same as disclosed In the 
reference it would be inherent that the bead void size of not greater 
than 5^m would read on the microscopic void sizes and the bead 
diameters of the beads of the reference. 

It has been held that where applicant claims a composition in 
terms of function, property or characteristic where said function is not 
explicitly shown by the reference and where the examiner has 
explained why the function, property or characteristic is considered 
inherent in the prior art, it is appropriate for the examiner to make a 
rejection under both the applicable section of 35 USC and 3 5 USC 
103 such that the burden is placed upon the applicant to provide clear 
evidence that the respective compositions do in fact differ. In re Best, 
195 USPQ 430,433 (CCPA 1977), In re Fitzgerald ei aL, 205 USPQ
